Shooting Near Hillsboro 
County Man Held 
In Father’s Death 


A 23-year-old Columbiana County 
man is being held today at Hills­ 
boro in connection with the fatal 
shooting of his father at the lat- 
ter’s home in southwestern Ohio 
early this morning. 
Ralph Looney, who gave his ad­ 
dress as California Hollow near 
Lisbon, was being questioned by 
sheriff’s deputies of Highland Coun­ 
ty about the death of his father, 
Pierce Looney, 66, at the home 
near Rainsboro. 
A shotgun blast in the left leg, 
causing the older man to bleed 
to death, was. apparently fired by 
the son, authorities said. 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Ross quot­ 
ed the younger man as saying, 
“ ‘I didn’t mean to kill him; it 
was an accident’.” Looney was 
jailed at Hillsboro — about 45 miles 
east of Cincinnati. 


The father and son had been ar­ 
guing, Ross was told, at the elder 
man’s home near Rainsboro which 
is about lo miles east of Hillsboro, 
and Ralph was “just trying to 
scare” his father. 
In a room outside his father’s 
bedroom, Ralph apparently fired 
three shots prior to the fatal one 
that went through the door IO inch­ 
es above the floor. 
The son claimed his father had 
been (kinking heavily. 
A coroner’s preliminary report 
disclosed minor bruises on the vic­ 
tim’s head and body, and officers 
were trying to learn if the argu­ 
ment erupted into physical violence 
before the shooting.

Firemen Ask 
Salary Raise 
At Wellsville 


Councilman Replies 
That Further Study 
Will Be Necessary 


Members of the Wellsville fire 
department Tuesday night petition­ 
ed City Council for salary increas 
es and a greater differential in 
pay between the officers and regu­ 
lar firemen. 
Members of the police depart 
meat asked for a pay increase in 
October. No action has been taken 
but Councilman Paul Nelson, fi­ 
nance chairman, said last night the 
matter is being studied and that 
a tentative plan has been reached. 
"But,” he added, "it will require 
more study at another meeting.” 
Nelson said the city has to work 
with what it has. “We have your 
best interests at heart,” he said. 
Fire Chief Robert Lewis and As­ 
sistant Chief Robert Lloyd asked 
for the greater differential in pay. 
They pointed out in a letter that 
when the post of chief was first 
set up there was a $10-a-month 
difference. This latter was upped 
to $20. There is now a $10 differ­ 
ence between the pay of chief, as­ 
sistant and regular firemen. 
They pointed out that both posts 
require much more responsibility. 
In another letter, Lewis and 
Lloyd, along with Firemen William 
Haugh and Frank Fusco, requested 
a general salary increases. They 
said firemen work for about $3,900 
a year which amounts to about 
$1.60 an hour. They asked this 
scale be raised at least to $2 hour­ 
ly. They said they “feel this is 
not enough for firemen to raise a 
family.” 
“Food alone takes half or more 
of the firemen’s wages. Union la­ 
bor anywhere in this country would 
refuse to work for such wages. 
Firemen pay the same prices and 
must have the same necessities to 
keep their families alive as in any 
other work,” the letter said. 
Council met in a caucus for an 
hour with Stan Shepherd of Cleve­ 
land, chief engineer for the Allied 
Oil Co., an obtaining possible aid 
for repairing Nevada St. 
Large oil tank trucks travel the 
street daily from the Allied - Ash­ 
land Terminal at the lower end.

Vote Machine 
Plans Shelved 
After Survey 


The County Election Board ap­ 
proved a motion Tuesday night not 
to recommend that county commis­ 
sioners purchase voting machines, 
which were used on a trial rental 
basis at the May primaries and the 
November general election in Lis­ 
bon and East Palestine. 
But the board’s motion, enacted 
unanimously at a meeting in its 
East Liverpool office, provides that 
the “board will continue to study 
the merits of the equipment during 
the coming year.” 
The board acted after hearing a 
report of an opinion poll made by 
mail in the last few weeks among 
the 2,911 East Palestine and Lisbon 
residents who used the voting ma­ 
chines at the November election. 
A total of 1,773 voters returned the 
poll forms sent them by the Elec­ 
tion Board, with 1,066 favoring the 
continued use of the equipment and 
707 opposing it. 
A tabulation showed that 63 per 
cent of the people who took part in 
the November election participated 
in the poll, of which 57 per cent 
voted in favor of the machines, the 
Election Board pointed out. 
At the suggestion of the Election 
Board, commissioners had signed 
a contract for a trial run of the 
machines in the two communities. 
They were obtained on a rental 
basis representing lh per cent of 
the purchase price with the under­ 
standing that the rental could be 
applied against the cost of the 
equipment if it was purchased 
within 30 days after the election. 
The 30-day interval after the elec­ 
tion expires Thursday. 
The text of the board’s motion 
follows: 
“Because of apparent lack of suf­ 
ficient interest at this time, the 
Board of Elections feels it is in­ 
advisable to make any recommen­ 
dation to the county commissioners 
for the purchase of voting ma­ 
chines, but the board will continue 
to study the merits of the equip­ 
ment during the coming year.” 
In East Palestine, 62 per cent of 
the 1,655 persons who voted in No­ 
vember took part in the board’s 
poll. The summary showed 615 vot­ 
ed in favor of the equipment and 
416 voted “no.” In Lisbon, 66 per 
cent of the 1,256 who voted in No­ 
vember took part in the poll. The 
“yes” vote was 451 and the “no” 
vote was 381.

Tuesday 
night's 
"Appreciation 
Dinner" 
sponsored by the Chamber at Commerce 
was a fitting tribute to industry in East 
Liverpool and the immediate area 
Too often, in our teal to expand, we over­ 
look the blessings on hand. The "Apprecia­ 
tion Dinner", which may become an annual 
affair, helps give credit where credit Is 
due. We’join the Chamber in saluting local 
Industry. 
During the course of any such meeting. 
It Is only natural that the conversation also 
turn to new industry. Such was the case last 
night during a "bull session" concerning the 
successful river tour* conducted earlier in 
the year by the Upper Ohio Valley Develop­ 
ment Council. 
One point stuck in our mind. It concerned 
the observation of an executive of one of 
the nation's larger corporations after he had 
viewed the industrial might of the upper val­ 
ley and some of the sites available for new 


plants He had this comment: "We've seen 
what you have and what you have to offer. 
Now I would like to ask this: Is this the 
way the people of the valley want their 
communities to look*" 
The deck of a riverboat does not seem 
to be the proper place to make a fair ap­ 
praisal of any community, but, neverthe­ 
less. the criticism was such that it brings 
to mind a phase of community develop­ 
ment too often overlooked by river points. 
The Review has labored this point before 
and feels it necessary to do so again in 
light of last night's discussion. 
Cleaning up of the river bank areas Is 
one of the pressing needs of most upper 
Ohio valley communities. It is a most im­ 
portant part of overall development. 
It would be fine if East Liverpool could 
lead the way and have the project catch 
fire on down the valley. Remarks such as 
those by the visiting executive are not easy 
to take sitting down. 


Missing Link In Disarmament 


President Eisenhower's exchange of letters 
with Sen. Humphrey on disarmament was, in 
effect, a restatement of this country's gen­ 
eral policy on the subject. 
Disarmament ie a desirable goal, so de­ 
sirable that the Eisenhower administration 
has devoted considerable thought and man­ 
power of finding ways to remove it from the 
realm of the ivory tower to die world of 
reality. 
In making this‘ shift, it Is necessary to 
face up to the fact that there are risks In­ 
volved in even the best disarmament sys­ 
tems. But, as the President emphasised, these 
risks ere minor when compared to the risk 
lo all civilisation in an indefinite continuation 
af the arms race. 
History has proved repeatedly that an un­ 
checked arms race inevitably leads to use of 
die arms, 
seemingly therefore justifying 
Itself. 
It Is interesting to note that similar senti­ 
ments have been 
expressed 
by 
Nikita 
Khrushchev in his current "peace offensive." 
They have beek expressed by other spokes­ 
men on-the world scene, too. 


WHAT THEN is the holdup? lf every­ 
body is in favor of disarmament, why has 
there been no treaty? Why is disarmament 
la th# realm of the ivory tower? 
The answer is that while agreement on the 
desirability of disarmament is easy, agree­ 
ment (rn the means to disarjnamant is one 


of the most complex facets of international 
life. 
j 
lf distrust did not exist between nations, 
there would be no need to discuss arms con­ 
trol at all. And it is the verb distrust toft 
makes disarmament so difficult. 
A law banning or controlling arms la not 
enough, just as a law banning gambling is 
not enough. The law must be backed up with 
enforcement. 
• 
And just as enforcement of gambling laws 
must have the support of die entire com­ 
munity, so enforcement of an snits ban must 
have the support of the community of nations. 


SO THE path toward disarmament points 
more and more toward an international po­ 
lice force that can (to die job. No two na­ 
tions, even the two most powerful in the 
world, can be expected to set up an effective 
enforcement agreement on their own. The 
agreement must be all-embracing, with every 
party to it acting as a check on each other 
and especially on the two most powerful 
among them. 
It does not take a genius to see the diffi­ 
culty of reaching an agreement of that mag­ 
nitude la the United Nations, the vehicle for 
creation of an international police force. 
This Is what the President was talking 
about when he reminded Sen. Humphrey of 
disarmament talks now in progress and those 
planned for the future. So basic is the en­ 
forcement factor to the whole disarmament 
issue that it was not necessary for the letter­ 
writer* even to mention it by name. 


Another Mister Secretary Steps Down 


When Ned H. McEiroy cites personal rea­ 
sons for stepping down as secretary of de­ 
fense he means money. All retiring Cabinet 
officers mean money when they say they 
must go back to private life for personal 
reasons. 
Only a handful of citizens capable of as­ 
suming Cabinet responsibility can afford to 
•arvo the government very long for die $25.- 
10$ salary, minus taxes, that the government 
ann afford to pay. 
Most men of Cabinet caliber are accus­ 
tomed to six-digit incomes plus prerogatives 
that government officials cannot demand. 
They serve their government and their fel­ 
low citizens at a heavy sacrifice. 
Secretary McEiroy, a major figure In the 
highly competitive soap industry, has made 
Ms sacrifice longer than he expected to 
make it. It was his intent to retire early this 
fefl. He postponed retirement when his dep­ 
uty of defense, Donald A. Quarles, djpd un­ 
expectedly last May. 
President Eisenhower immediately went to 
work to persuade Thomas S. Gates not to 
leave the government but to become an un­ 
derstudy to Secretary McEiroy. Mr. Gates 
hod bomi secretary of the navy and was plan­ 
ning to go back to private life, too. 
Mr. Gates, the new secretary Of defense, 
win be leaving eventually for personal rea­ 
sons. No ono can afford to live in Washing­ 
ton on a Cabinet salary and no one but a 
multi-millionaire can afford to make up the 
shortage from his own capital.

WASHINGTON 
As one of his last acts in office, 
Secretary of Defense Neil H. Mc­ 
Eiroy conceded the Soviets will be 
ahead of this country in missiles 
for another three years. 
Since the Democrats have ham­ 
mered at the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration for months—complaining 
that it lacked a sense of urgency 
in meeting the Soviet missile 
challenge—next month’s opening 
of Congress should be a fiery one. 
McEiroy made his statement 
Tuesday shortly before leaving of­ 
fice to go back into private busi­ 
ness and just a few hours after 
Premier 
N i k i t a 
Khrushchev 
boasted in Hungary toe USSR now 
has enough nuclear rockets to 
flatten all its foes. 
But McEiroy made these two 
points: 
1. As of today, he said, the Sov­ 
iet Union and the United States 
have about the same number of 
long-range missiles and the num­ 
ber is "quite small" on both sides. 
Last July he estimated toe Sov­ 
iet Union had fewer than IO inter­ 
continental ballistic missiles cap­ 
able of hitting the United States. 
He said then that over-ail the 
United States could more than 
match Soviet ICBM capabilities. 
But only recently Khrushchev 
said one Soviet plant was turning 
out 250 missiles a year, which 
would be a lot more than toe IO 
McEiroy said the Soviet Union 
had. 
2. McEiroy said toe administra­ 
tion will ask Congress for money 
so that bombers capable of car­ 
rying nuclear weapons can be 
maintained on an airborne alert.

The United 
States government is not trying to 
impose any view (rn other nations 
on the subject of birth control and 
the issue of population congestion 
in the world isn’t going to be set­ 
tled by the action of any future 
president of the United States in 
the next decade or more. 
The real objection, moreover, 
Isn’t to birth control as such. 
What the Catholic bishops oppose 
emphatically is any form of "arti­ 
ficial’’ birth control and they aay 
plainly that there ere other meth­ 
ods cf control that are "morally 
permissible." 


THE CATHOLIC BISHOPS in 
their statement didn’t ask candi­ 
dates to declare themselves on the 
issue nor was any reference at all 
made to party politics. 
Here are the exact words (rf the 
key sections of the Catholic bis­ 
hops’ statement: 
"The perennial teaching of the 
Catholic Church has distinguished 
artificial birth prevention, which 
Ms a frustration of the martal act, 
from other forms of control of 
birth which are morally permissi­ 
ble. 
"Method alone, however, la not 
the only question involved. Equal­ 
ly important is the sincere and ob­ 
jective examination of the motives 
and intentions of the couples in­ 
volved, in view of the nature of 
the marriage contract itself. As 
long as due recognition is not giv­ 
en to these fundamental questions, 
there can be no genuine under­ 
standing of them. . . . 
"United States Catholics believe 
that the promotion of artificial 
birth prevention is a morally, hu­ 
manly, psychologically and poli­ 
tically disastrous approach to the 
population problem. Not only is 
such an approach ineffective in its 
own aims but it spurns the basis 
of the real solution, sustained ef­ 
fort in a sense of human solidarity. 


CHURCH BODIES often express 
their views on public question*. 
Not long ago a national Protes­ 
tant group urged that our govern­ 
ment extend diplomatic recognition 
to Red China. 
No Catholic clergyman thereupon 
demanded to know whether the 
candidates being mentioned for the 
Republican or Democratic nomi­ 
nation felt bound as protestants to 
support .such a policy. 
Actually, the statement of th# 
Catholic bishops last wert was 
prompted by recent discussions 
about the need for some kind of 
population control in India and oth­ 
er countries. 
These discussions stemmed 
in 
part from the publication of a for­ 
mal report to President Eisen­ 
hower last July by a committee 
studying our mutual 
assistance 
programs. 
The report urged that the Unit­ 
ed States "assist those countries 
with which it is cooperating in 
economic aid programs, on re­ 
quest, in the formulation of their 
plans designed to deal with the 
problem 
of 
rapid 
population 
growth." 
The key phrase is "on request." 
The United States, moreover, ac­ 
cording to a statement just issued 
by the International Cooperation 
Administration, says the issue is 
pretty academic," and adds: 
"Not one penny of foreign-aid 
funds ever has been used for dis­ 
semination of birth control infor­ 
mation and there are no plans to 
do so." 
Since the church and state are 
separate, it is assumed that an 
honest Catholic or an honest Pro­ 
testant in the White House will de­ 
cide public questions on the basis 
of what is good for the United 
States at home and abroad and as 
the oath of office requires. Sen. 
Kennedy has said this repeatedly. 


AMERICAN CITIZENS, including 
churchmen of all denominations, 
have a right to discuss publicly 
«ny question they please and to 
demand of candidates that they 
state their positions but it would 
be most unfortunate if every can­ 
didate for public office hereafter 
Were to be catechised on the basis 
of his church relationships. 
The Constitution proclaim# the 
"law of the land" to be aa fol­ 
io"/*: 
“The senators and representa­ 
tives before mentioned, and the 
members of the several state leg­ 
islatures, and all executive and 
judicial officers, both (rf the Unit­ 
ed States and of the several states, 
shall be bound by oath or affirma­ 
tion to support this Constitution 
but no religious test shall ever be 
required as a qualification to any 
office or public trust under to t 
United States." 


Over All Limits

My system of basketball handi­ 
capping is still available for coach­ 
es who must go into a new season 
with no 7-footers, to make them 
look good. 
When I introduced this idea some 
years ago, no basketball p l a y e r 
worthy of the name had reached 
that height, but now there’s one 
that goes even higher and several 
who are only inches away. 
It wifi be like toe 4-minute mile. 
Once the 7-foot thing has been 
licked by one contestant, every­ 
body began to think about licking 
it. 
You can be sure this very min­ 
ute that little kidp 
are being 
stretched on the rack to make 7- 
footers of them when they grow 
up. That is where our system of 
basketball handicapping will prove 
useful. 
It provides that the over-all 
height of any combination of five 
players shall not be greater than 
375 inches in any combination of 
individual heights. 
Five players who were 6-3 would 
comprise the allowable total. But 
if one player reached 6-6, another 
player would have to be 6-even to 
balance the one with the added 
hcitfit. 
Or to show the beautiful justice 
(rf the handicap, if someone turned 
up 
with 
a 10-foot 
freak—with 
the aim of giving everybody else 
a bad time—the other four players 
on toe freak’s team would be down 
around 5 feet and a few inches. 
Or if a team bad three players 
who were 6-8, it would have to off­ 
set them with two players too 
short to brush the net with their 
fingertips. 
Using this system, all basketball 
teams would be on the same foot­ 
ing. We have proposed toe same 
principle for football, with 
no 
more success, though the idea is 
just as valid there. 
Pugilists are not expected to 
mix it with opponents who are out 
of their class, and it makes no 
sense for kid football players to 
play out of their class, either. The 
professionals wouldn’t dream of 
giving awny weight to aa oppon­ 
ent. 
Therefore, the aggregate weight 
of seven amateur linemen 
be ntj more than 1,200 pounds end 


the aggregate weight of four backs 
should be not more than 600 pounds 
—an 
average (rf 
roughly 
170 
pounds per player. 
As in shell racing, wrestling and 
so on, there would be heavier and 
lighter teams. But in every in­ 
stance the fundamental rule would 
be that of the equitable handicap, 
to guarantee fair competition and 
to curb absurdities that arise in 
the absence of handicapping. 
String-beaa basketball 
players 
make monkeys of normal play ess- 
Behemoths crack toe bones and 
crush the spirits of normal foot­ 
ball players. No one in his right 
mind would throw in a 150-pound 
kid against a 250pounder in a 
boxing match. Rut how many 150- 
pound kids have been racked up 
and worked over by 250-pounders 
in football games? And how many 
basketball players of n o r m a l 
, height have spavined themselves 
trying to get the ball away from a 
glandularly 
disturbed 
lad 
who 
outreached them by two feet. 
Ultimately, the answer will be 
handicapping in the form describ­ 
ed here. Or if it la not done that 
way, toe side that exceeds the lim­ 
it will have to give away points— 
and no one would like that. 
lf something could he done about 
too-tafi players and too-noisy ref­ 
erees, basketball could bo tho coun­ 
try’s most popular game. Tho 
noisy referees are a separate prob­ 
lem.

Die Will Find Big Change 
In Italy During His Tour 


This is the first of a series 
of etorlea which will move 
from abroad in advance of the 
Eisenhower trip.

ROME (AP) — Opera has its 
hand out for government aid. But 
the corner bar juke box is raking 
in a fortune. 
Spaghetti is still a big first dish 
In the restaurants. But they are 
hawking popcorn in the movie 
houses. 
Junior still carries his books of 
Grade and Latin. But he motor 
scoots to school in tight blue jeans. 
That’s the new Italy that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower will bm when he 
makes Rome the first stop on his 
30,000 mile, 11-nation tour. 
Things have changed from that 
chill morning In early February 
1952 when Eisenhower reviewed 
Italy’s armed forces at Udine in 
his farewell as NATO’s European 
commander. 
There will be a strong note of 
personal achievement in his wel­ 
come back. 
Italy takes credit for .leading the 
world out of the dark ages and 
into the Renaissance of culture 500 
years ago. But many Italians cred­ 
it Eisenhower’s World War victory 
and America's postwar aid with 
leading Italy into a-second renais­ 
sance of social and industrial de­ 
velopment. 
A changed diet, plus more 
"growing years' in school before 
having to help hustle for the fam­ 
ily’s food, has brought its change 
in the new generation of Italians, 
With massive American econom 
ic aid—73 million dollars in direct 
loans and credits last year along 
exclusive of military grants—Italy 
has built her postwar way back 
to a solid currency and sound 
economy. 
Italy is hauling in millions froth 
tourism. A record 15 million tour 
ists, almost one for every three 
Italians in this country, came here 
this year. Next year, with the 
Olympic Games in Rome, the fig­ 
ure is expected to go far higher. 
The country still has some stiff 
problems to solve. 
Unemployment is over half that 
of the United States which has al­ 
most four times Italy’s population. 
Wages are low. The average 
Italian earner takes home less 
than $100 a month. 


Education is still expensive, dif­ 
ficult and insufficient. 
Italy’s government since the war 
has been stable, dominated by the 
Christian Democrat party, and 
pledged to the hilt to NATO and 
the West. 
That is despite the still ringing 
challenge of Italy’s powerful Com 
munist party, probably the strong 
est in any Western country. It gets 
nearly 23 per cent of the popular 
vote. The Christian Democrats, 
themselves short of a majority, 
poll 42 per cent.

By BERNARD GAVZER 
CT Newafeatures Writer 
NEW YORK un - Reaching for 
eternal youth, yearning for relief

—and many victims pay with their 
lives as well. 
At least 75,000 Americans need­ 
lessly died of cancer in 1958 be- 
c a u s e they relied on cancer 
quacks, the National Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau claims.

President Richard M. Nixon ex­ 
pects to delay until after Feb. I 
any announcement that he is seek­ 
ing the 1980 GOP presidential 
nomination. 
If he can preserve this sched­ 
ule Nixon will be able to confine 
to a little more than five months 
the Umited campaigning he now 
expects to do before the Republi­ 
can convention in Chicago next 
July. 
Ttyra ara indications that if 
Nixon could control events, he 
would be happy to go along tend­ 
ing to his duties as vice president 
for even longer. But the near nee 
essity of entering the March 7 
New Hampshire primary may 
force him out into the open early 
in February. 
Nixon’# associates think he is 
doing so well that they are going 
along willingly with the vice pres­ 
ident’s decision that the less pub­ 
lic eagerness he displays for the 
nomination the more likely he is 
to get it. 
They figure this offers a sharp 
contrast to the scramble among 
top 
Democratic 
contenders 
to 
meet the voters at every cross­ 
road months ahead of the time 
that party’s convention makes its 
choice of a nominee. 
Because he is convinced he will 
have to run on the Eisenhower 
administration r e c o r d , Nixon 
wants to spend as much time as 
possible in the next .few months 
helping shape the GOF program 
in executive agencies and helping 
put it over in Congress. 
In line with this idea, the vice 
president is expected to delay set­ 
ting up any formal campaign or­ 


ganization or appointing a cam­ 
paign manager. He may decide to 
be his own manager. 
This doesn’t mean Nixon is over­ 
looking any bets or that he is tak­ 
ing it for granted he will get the 
nomination. 
He has Leonard W. Hall, former 
GOP national chairman, working 
diligently to line 
up delegate 
strength. He is going along with 
the formation of Wixon clubs.

When a teen - ager blows up 
and violently abuses a parent who 
denies some wish of his, or who 
calls him to task about violation 
of tho rights of others, or ahfcfe 
tog soma responsibility, you can 
be sure he didn’t get that way aH 
at once. He has certainly practiced 
these ugly ways for years, possibly 
even from the time be was only 
two or three. 
Perhaps at that age he fright 
ened his mother into letting him 
have his way by throwing a vio­ 
lent tantrum, passing out in one 
or two. 


MAYBE HIS later tantrums so 
upset his mother that she often 
didn’t say No when abe knew she 
should, or changed the No to Yes 
on seeing a rage arising. Later the 
tantrums may have spread out into 
violet words of abuse. 
lf your teen - ager can keep 
you trembling in fear, you can’ 
take him bade to infancy and 
bring him up again. Nor can you 
curb him by force. 
Yet you can slowly re-educate 
yourself to feel and act less scared 
of him. You might reach the stage 
indeed, where you have no fears 
him at all. Then his rages an 
abusive ways will subside or dis­ 
appear. 
You might, of course, examine 
your ways toward him to make 
sure you don’t needlessly provoke 
him. You might, in taking stock 
of your resources, discover y o 
have more ways available to with­ 
stand his demands than you ever 
bad supposed.
